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1. The amendment filed on December 23, 2003 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non- elected invention is non- responsive (MPBP 
§ 821,03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the elected 
invention is the species wherein the adhesive layer containing bubbles is ia the form of a foamed 
body impregnated with tiie adhesive according to Figure 1 and not the species whereui the 
adhesive layer containing bubbles is "in the form of a a layer of foamed adhesive composition' 
according to Figure 1 as is now claimed. 

Contrary to applicants aiguments, ia the original claims applicants used the term bubble- 
containing adhesive composition layer (^e^ original claim 1 - the bubbles could therefore be in 
either a supporting body or in the adhesive itself) and not "an adhesive composition layer 
fabricated from an adhesive composition containing a plurality of bubbles" (which would exclude 
the elected species because it requires the bubbles to be ia the adliesive itself rather than in the 
supporting body) to generically encompass the elected embodiment of a foamed body impregnated 
with adhesive (original claim 2), the non- elected embodiment of an adhesive composition 
including hollow body particles and/or foamed body particles (original claim 3), and the non- 
elected embodiment of a foamed adhesive composition (original claim 4) (see the specification 
paragraph 0022). Since claim 1 is now limited to the non- elected foamed adhesive composition 
embodiment (and thus renders non- elected claim 4 redundant), none of the claims now reads on 
the elected species.
